I  was 
afraid  I  would  be  told  I  could  never  achieve  it,  I  was  afraid  I  would  be 
convinced  to  put  it  away  because  it  was  a  career  that  did  not  promise  a  good 
income.  I  was  just  simply  afraid  of  saying  it  aloud.  As  long  as  I  kept  it  to 
myself  I  could  keep  dreaming. 

I  also  remember  the  day  I  realized  if  I  don't  tell  someone,  if  I  don't  have 
the  support  of  my  family,  this  will  remain  just  a  dream,  a  dream  even  further 
away  than  it  was  when  I  believed  I  was  not  capable  of  achieving  it.  I  told  my 
husband  that  day.  Since  then  I  have  realized  it  wasn't  money,  respon- 
sibilities, or  the  seemingly  lack  of  opportunities  that  led  me  to  put  this 
dream  away  the  first  time.  It  was  because  I  never  shared  this  dream.
